SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording is deemed objectionable because it supports the use of violence 
and coercion to compel a person to participate in and submit to sexual conduct, by 
presenting a male being raped and forced to engage in sexual activity in a manner 
which is intended to be sexually arousing. In addition, the trailers, which follow this 
presentation in the feature, portray youthful males engaged in sexual activity for the 
sexual arousal and consumer information of an adult audience. This is considered to 
promote and to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

In accordance with section 23(3), a publication that would otherwise be classified as 
objectionable may be classified as a restricted publication in order that the publication 
may be made available to particular persons or classes of persons for educational, 
professional, scientific, literary, artistic, or technical purposes. 

In this instance, none of the listed reasons under s23(3) are applicable. The video 
recording is considered under s3(2)(a) to promote and to support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes, and under 3(2)(b) to support the use of violence 
and coercion to compel any person to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. The 
provision under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 is 
a deeming provision, and therefore overrides the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
For these reasons, the video recording is classified objectionable.
